For c-xaraple, I made one 
such appointment in Mississippi and 
another In Alabama, shortly before 
my visit'to Charleston. I had at that 
time appointed two colored men as 
judicial magistrates In the District of 
Columbia. 
I have recently announced 
another buch apuoinhraent for New 
Orlear 
and have just made one from 


Pennsylvania. The great majority of 
my appointments in every state have 
been of white men. North and south 
alike it has been 
my sedulous en- 


dpavor to appoint only men of high 
character and good capacity, whether 
white or bJaclt, But it has been roy 
consistent policy in every state where 
their numbers warranted It to recog- 
nise colored men of good repute and 
standing In making appointments to 
office. These'appointments oC colored 
men have in no state made more than 
a small proportion ot the total num- 
"ber of appointments. I am unable to 
s«e how I can legitimately -be asked 
to make an exception for South Caro- 
lina. In South Carolina, to-the four 
moat, important positions in fcho state. 
I have appointed three men and con- 
^Inued in office a fourth, nil of, them 
white men—three ot them originally 
gold Democrats—two of them, as I 
am Informed, the sons of Confederate 
soldiers.

Then there is a 
great black ant, nearly an inch long, 
small numbers of which are sometimes 
seen In the grass about tho founda- 
tions of our houses or running In and 
out of-rotten logs In the woods. 


One of the most interesting and re- 


markable features In the life of the 
ants is tho building, or, rather, the .dig- 
ging, of the nest. Men never displayed 
more skill in digging mines than these 
little creatures do in constructing their 
complex works underground. Each one 
o2 the colony of. hundreds seems to 
j.now just what he is expected to do 
and just where he belongs. There Eire 
110 bosses nor foremen to quarrel with, 
110 differences In wages, no strikes nor 
labor unions.

The food of ants varies with the 


species, but they will generally out 
anything digestible. 
They often de-

miuiunnls or birds nud nro very fond 
of tender gruhs and caterpillars. Many 
of the in live on fruit, and many tlo-w- 
crs are visited by nuts for the nectar 
which they contain. Some ants conn* 
into our houses and feed upoi. thi* 
sweets In our pantries, as we know to 
our horvov,-. 
Ants frequently carry 


food into their homes for future use, 
as will readily be seen !£ we sprinkU- 
sugar or crumbs on tho ground about 
the nost and then watch the ants. 


It Is oftthucs asked, What becomes 


of the antb during the winter, and how 
king do they live? In borne species'of 
insects nearly all the individuals dfe 
during the lirst cold weather, only a 
few hnrdy OJ:CH, with the eggs, remain- 
ing In sheltered places during the win- 
tor. 
With tlie- ants the drones proba- 


bly die, they being few In number and 
their lime oC usefulueas being short. 
Tho queen and tho workers usually 
survive, crawling off. into some well 
protected roCuge, as the interior of a 
rotten stump, where they hibernate 
—that Is, remain in a sort of sleep 
or stupor brought on by tuo cold—dur- 
ing the winter. The first really warm 
weather of spring wakes them up, and 
they soon establish an active nest, 
where tho eggs are hatched. 


A. most remarkable feature in the 


life of some ants is in their habit of 
keeping slaves and "live stock." They 
do not so aud get the slave ants and 
retain them as capti7es._ If they did,
